Predicts Failure | 
Ukraine Demand 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

LONDON, Feb. 12. — (AP) — 
French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault today predicted failure of 
the Soviet Ukrainian demand that 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil set up a commission to investi- 
gate conditions in Indonesia. 

“The Ukrainian delegation can- 
not get the votes necessary for its 
resolution,” Mr. Bidault told the 
council, “so we must look for an- 
other solution.” 

He suggested that Council Presi- 
dent N. J. O. Makin of Australia 
might dispose of the case simply 
by issuing a statement noting that 
arguments had been presented on 
it and that the Dutch government 
was negotiating directly with the 
Indonesian nationalists for settle- 
ment of their independence de- 
mands.

Canadian Army 
Might Set Up 
London Mission 


LONDON, Feb. 12—(CP)—Can- 
ada may have a permanent military 
mission in London to maintain close 
liaison with the war office and with 
Empire military developments. 

THIS 1S BELIEVED to be under 
consideration as part of the Domin- 
ion’s post-war military plan. Such 
a mission would perpetuate on a 
small scale Canadian military head- 
quarters here—set up during the 
opening months of the Second 
Great War.

Interim UNO 
Site Decision 
Again Delayed 


LONDON, Feb, 12—(CP)—The 
permanent headquarters committee 
of the United Nations adjourned to- 
day without taking a vote om an 
interim headquarters for UNO, 
after last-ditch campaigns were 
launched for San Francisco and 
Atlantic City, NJ. 

WHEN IT RECONVENES tomor- 
row the committee will consider a 
motion proposing San Francisco, a 
French recommendation that the 
decision be left to the secretary- 
general and the site-inspecting 
group’s nomination of New York 
City. 

The committee voted last night 
by 22 to 17 that the permanent 
home of the UNO should be located 
in the region of Westchester 
County, N.Y., and Fairfield County, 
Conn.

Edmonton taxes this year will be spread 
over $3,546,930 more agsessed property than 
carried the load last year. This increase in 
the assessment total is due to the sale of 
city-owned property and the new improve- 
ments coming on the tax-roll. There has 
been no revaluation of other property for 
taxation purposes. 

This means that revenue in the neigh- 
borhood of $180,000 will come from these 
new sources. As one mill yields something 
more than $60,000 of tax-money, council 
will have the option of cutting two mills or 
so from the 49!» mill rate imposed last year, 
or of spending the extra revenue in improved 
services, 

A further encouraging fact is that the 
assessment for 1947 is bound to mark an- 
other increase from the same causes. There 
is a time-lag between the sale of a lot and 
the issuing of a building permit and the ap- 
pearance of the improved property on the 
tax-roll, The steady sale of land and issue of

The choice was to 
spin out supplies or eat up the reserve stocks 
and then go without. The ration officials 
chose the former of the unwelcome alterna-

Why this scarcity? The explanation given 
is that while Canada’s population has in- 
creased by births and the return of service- 
men about 600,000 in the past year, butter- 
manufacture has fallen off. The output-in 
January was 15 per cent less than in Janu- 
ary of 1945, 

A curious feature of the situation is that 
milk production last year broke all records. 
But milk consumption also went up; while 
enormous quantities were and are being used 
to produce cheese for Britain and to supply 
evaporated milk to people in the liberated 
countries, Not enough was left or is being 
left to keep the butter output up to even the 
Six ounges per person per week volume. 

While he toys with his sadly shrunken 
daily allowance of butter, the adult consum- 
er may therefore reflect with satisfaction 
that babies in Canada are guzzling as usual, 
and that a lot of the national milk supply 
is going—as cheese and in condensed form 
—to provide proteins to people overseas who 
are hungrier than Canadians have ever been, 


Neglected Children 


There is something to be said for the 
somewhat heated viewpoint of the Dominion 
fire commissioner, who wants Farliament to 
amend the Criminal Code so that parents 
will be criminally liable in cases where small 
children left at home alone are injured or 
killed by fire. 

It is doubtful, however, if any fine or 
term of imprisonment would add very much 
to the punishment suffered by parents whose 
carelessness in this respect results in the 
injury or death of a child. 

For children, except in very rare cases, 
are not left alone in houses or apartments 
through malice or cruelty or even indiffer- 
ence. This practice is based on two human 
weaknesses, the first of which is wishful 
thinking, and the second of which is the 
disposition to take a chance—even with the 
lives of those who are most precious. 

Thus, while children who are left alone 
are neglected in the strictly legal meaning 
of the term, they are not necessarily 
“neglected” in the social meaning of it. 

Kveryone will agree with the commission- 
er that this practice must be stopped be- 
cause, as he points out, too many Canadian 
children lose their lives in fires which occur 
in the absence of their parents, But to make 
this habit a criminal offence is perhaps a bit 
harsh for the simple reason that more mod- 
erate measures would likely put a stop to it. 

What is needed, of course, is a lively and 
impressive educational campaign which will 
make all parents acutely aware of what can 
happen to their children when these are left 
alone in a house or apartment. If this fails, 
the necessary amendments to the Code could 
be made, 

But it is aimost unthinkable that parents 
who had the dangers brought vividly enough 
to their attention would continue to thus 
risk the lives and hodies of their children,

own efforts and spent most of the 
time on the humorous side of life in 
prisoner of war camps. 

The story of Maj. Foote on the 
beaches of Dieppe was obscured 
for so long because those who knew 
how much he did on that bloody, 
bitter Aug. 19, 1942, were shut off 
like himself in Genman prison 
camps. Among them was his 
colonel, R. H. Labatt. 

IT HAS ONLY COME out in full 
now, the story of the padre who, 
fully exposed to enemy fire, at- 
tended the wounded, administered 
opiates and bandaged up men and 
carried them to the safety of the 
landing craft for the whole eight 


Maj. Foote braced his commanding | 
officer, said he heard there was | 
a manoeuvre coming up—‘I'm get- 
ting stale and need exercise, Mind 
if I go along?” 

Col. Labatt, knowing the Dieppe 
plan to be a top secret, played safe, |

PERNICIOUS ANEMIA 


Pernicious anemia is a blood con- 
dition characterized by a reduction | 
in the number of red blood cells. 

In a blood sample from a healthy 
person, the red blood cells run 
about 5 million in the male and 
about 4'% million in the female. In 
pernicious anemia there may be a 
drop to 2 million or less. 

The symptoms of pernicious an- 
emia may be divided up into three 
groups; in the first group are those 
directly due to the changes in the 
blood itself. These are weaknesses, 
easy fatgue, pallor of the skin and 
shortness of breath. While the skin 
may be pale, in some cases this pal- 
lor is changed into a lemon tint. 

In the second group are the symp- 
toms referred to the gastro-intes- 
tinal tract, that is, the stomach 
and intestines. The patient may 
complain of poor appetite, vomit- 
ing, digestive distress and either | 
diarrhea or constipation. There} 
may be considerable soreness of| 
the tongue and the tongue itself) 
may have a peculiar “smoothed-out” 
appearance, as though it had been 
burned with a hot iron. Usually 
the hydrochloric acid which should 
be secreted by the healthy stomach 
is either absent altogether, or mark- 
edly reduced. 

In the third group are the symp-, 
toms coming from changes in the| 
nervous system. These include such 
symptoms as tinglng of the hands 
and feet together with numbness, 
and later symptoms such as weak- 
ness of the leg muscles, and rigid- 
ity of these muscles, Treatment 
may not completely remove the 
nervious symptoms but usually it 
is capable of controlling them to 
an extent where the patient reports 
a great deal of improvement. 

In the diagnosis of pernicious 
anemia, the most helpful aid is a} 
laboratory examination of a blood 
sample. In a typical case, the 
blood count will show that the red 
cells are below normal, and will 
also show that these red cells are 
irregular as to shape. The hemo-
